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PEEFACE. 


The matemls from -which this little work has been com 
piled are scattered over more than 1000 volumes, some 
very rare, and to be consulted only m libraries m India, 
Bussia and other parts of the Continent, 01 in the British 
Museum The field has been so wide and the materials 
so immense, that the work of condensation lias been 
almost os difficult as that of collecting , many statements 
are, therefore, simply suggestive, amplification would 
require several volumes The Author has spared neither 
tune nor labour m collecting and classifying the treasures 
drawn from the rich and new storehouse of Eastern 
Emblems and Proi erbs with the view of helping tho^e 
who have neither the means of collecting a large reference 
library nor the time to spend in the search 

This work begun a quarter of a century ago ui the 
jungles of India for the instruction of peasants and women, 
is designed to afford some help to the following classes — 
Orientalists, Lovers oE Folk Lore, Teachers and Preachers 
The former desire to open a vista into the recesses of 
Eastern thought on moral and religious subjects especially 
m relation to w omen and the masses , the latter are anxious 
to fix in the school the pulpit, or the press great spiritual 
truths b) means of emblems and illustrations drawn 
from the dcptlis of the popular mind. Those classes maj , 
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in tlic pitlij and pointed illustrations of Pro\ crlis, find a 
quarry out of winch to draw c omo of their materials 
Orientalists arc at last recognmng tho truth tint 
Proserbs are as de°crving of their research as coins ami 
inscriptions , and that whereas tho latter refer chiefly to 
lungs and tho upper classes. Proverbs throw' a light on 
the dark recesses of social life, on archaisms, old customs, 
history, and ethnology L\cn the Zenana, barred to the 
strauger, opens its portals to let man have a peep in and 
sp} out the thoughts and feelings of worann, who, in the 
East, depicts lier feelings and thoughts in Provcibs and 
racy sayings 

The Proverbs selected in this book, though limited to 
those Bervxng to illustrate moral and religions subjects, 
show how widely scattered nations under similar circuin 
stances have come to Bimilar conclusions , many of these 
resemblances arise from the identity of human nature, or 
aro a portion of the spiritual heritage which men brought 
away with them from the cradle of tho human race, and 
improved on b) subsequent communication , by shewing 
the acute observation and sharp moral sensibility of the 
masses, they prove God has not left himself -without 
witness in the human breast, they, therefore form a 
basis foi those who are labouring to bridge over the gulf 
between Eastern and 'Western thought. 

Tho nineteenth century is pre eminently distinguished 
for the attention it gives to elevating the masses bj 
knowledge canvejed to them through the acceptable 
medium of parable and illustration. On this one point East 
and West concur — that, to tell on the minds of millions 
we must make full use of illustrations from Nature and 
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iure "before looks — they come from the great books of 
Nature aud -comraoii sense — from powers of observation* 
not blunted by book-cram ; hence among the Proverbs in 
this book, though principally Eastern * there are very 
few that are not intelligible to the European mind ; like 
the Proverbs of Solomon, the Psalms, Hvmyan’s “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” and the Arabian Nights, they speak in a 
language ** nnderstanded by the common people.” 

While illustrations by Emblem and Proverb are 
indispensable as media for conveying instruction in the 
East, they are highly valued in Europe also The fol- 
lowing observations of Archbishop Trench will find a 
response with all those who has e aimed at winning the 
attention of the working classes, the peasantry, and “ the 
Arabs of Society — 

“ Any one who by after investigation has Bought to discover 
how much our rustic bearers carry away, even from sermons 
to which they have attentively listened, will find that it is 
hardly ever the course or tenor of the argument, supposing 
the discourse to have contained Buch; but if anything has 
been uttered, as it used bo often to be by the best Puritan 
preachers, tersely, pointedly, epigranunatically, this will 
have stayed by them, while all the reBt has passed away. 
Great preachers to the people, such as have found their way 
to the universal heart of their fellows, have ever been great 
employers of proverbg ”

contended for was a ciowu or chaplet of leaves, with 
which the victor was crowned, while lus name was 
proclaimed 1) heralds in the presence of the whole 
assembly , judges were appointed to dccido on the merits 
of the candidates and to see that the several contests 
were conducted according to tho low's that were hid 
down 
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The foot race wa3 one of the principal of the*e games ; 
•and St Paul has m many places alluded to it in illustra- 
tion of the Christian life, i Cor 9 24—27, a continual 
strife or contest for victory over our manifold, corrupt, 
and deceitful lusts , and he encourages us to maintain 
the conflict hy the thought that we are contending for 
-a glorious prize in the presence of a great crowd of 
witnesses The croton for which we contend is not a 
chaplet of fading leaves, but a crown of righteousness 
and glory, 1 Cor 9 25 The witnesses of our manful 
efforts are the great company of tho«e cited by the 
Apostle, who have before us gained this mastery o\er 
sni, the world, and the devil, and have now hy faith and 
patience attained the promises , we contend for the prize 
of our lugh calling in the presence of God and of lus 
holy angels. 

A man, who was about to contend in a foot race, would 
first lay aside e\ery weight that might be about his 
person, and would disencumber luniself of e\ ery needless 
garment.
